Commercial Magnate’s View. 


Is the depression in the trade 
and industry of this country e@ 
passing phase of post war conges- 
tion or is it deeper seated ? What 
ja the remedy? These were 
tnatters discussed by a Press 
representative with Mr. Peter 
Ryslands, President of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries. :

“Tt is the beginning of the 
recovery of foreign manufactures 
with ‘a lower scale of costs and 
lower standard of living that has 
cut short this abnormal period of 
British trade. Our only prospect 
of hclding our own is to increase 
production, with lowered produc- 
tion costs, and curtailment of the 
spending power of the general 
public while supplies are still 
limited. 


“We are in fore bad time. This 
is the beginning; bow long, isa 
question-of the survival of the 
fantastic‘and artificial economic 
relations within this coantry. It 
may be six months,’a yesr, or 
several. 


“Many industries, now going 
on short time, will bave to close 
down if these conditions are still 
maintained, and unemployment 
will steadily increase. The trade 
of this country cannot be main- 
tained. if the present fals 
relations ste fostered. =

STOWAWAY CASE. 


European Fined. 


Alexander Victor Argon 4p- 
peared before Mr. G. N. Orme, 
on remand, at the Police Court 
this morning, on the charge 
brought against him of being = 
stowaway on board the P. and oO. 
liner Kanowna. ; 

Mr. DJ. Lewis informed his 
Worship that hoe had been in- 
structed by Mesara. Mackinnon, 
Mackenzie and Company, the 
finer’s agente, to prosecaota in 
the case and to state that 
they took a serious view 
of it. The Ordinance “under 
which the defendant was charged, 
also took a serious view, as it 
provided fora penalty of a fine 
of $1,000, and in addition, 
without . the ‘option of «a 
fine, sentence of nine months” 
imprisonment might also be 
inflicted. That Ordinance was 
framed in 1903, when conditions 
were vastly different to those 
obtaining now, with restrictions 
imposed by various Govarnments 
and Police Regulations. 

HisWorship said that the 
Ordinanca was framed witb regard 
to offences connected with this 
Colony. The defendant in the 
present caas was endeavouring to 
get through to Australia. 


Mr. Lewis stated that if he had 
got into ‘Australia the ship would 
have been heavily fined, in view of 
theunsatisfactory uatureofthede- 
fendant’s. passport, which wss.00b 
vigaed when heleft Japan. Theship 
would then also be subjected to 
considerable expense in having,to 
take the defendant back to Japan. 
considering also the cost of the 
passage and the food. 


In reply to the Magistrate, Mr. 
Lewis stated that the present was 
not an isolted case, as they 
previously bad a similar prosecu- 
tion against o stowaxay. who had. 
coms from Australia the other 
way roand. an . 

Inspector Spear informed his 
Worship that he bad taken the 
defendant down to Mr. L, N. 
Lecfa, of Messrs Jardine, Mathe- 
son, who said that he was prepar- 
ed to pay tha fine, and also the 
defendant's passage to Australia.

The Premier, in an interviow 
in the Lloyd George Megutin 
vigorously defends the Coalition 
systenl. Hed the country after 
the Armistice gone back to the 
party system, all Bills, be says, 
would have hed to be fought 
under that system and progress 
would have been impossible. 

Mr.Spender putsome pertinent 
questions on the proposal toapply 
Dominion Home Rule to Ireland,

“question of Home Rule we are 
told that your Coalition politics 
have rfined that cause—what is 
your reply?” - 

The Prime Minister replied :— 
“Why, in regard to Home Rule, 
‘the situation would have been 
far worse than it isnow.” He 
pointed outthatrthe Home Rule 
Bill was placed on the Statute- 
Beok om condition that it.would 
be seriously amended. If: party 
warfare hed been renowed on the 
initiation of the Liberal party the 
Unionist party would have been 
tempted to resist the new policy 
with the full power of their old 
hostility to Home Rule, and that 
hostility would have been streng- 
thened by the record of Ireland 
during the years of the war.

SOME SERIOUS BLOTS.

so. Dothey really take gp this 
position. that because Ireland 
refused in-1916 to take her fall 
share in fighting for the liberties 
of-.a little Catholic country in 
Europe, while the Irishmen 
throughout the-world took their 
share, are Irishmen in Ireland to 
bave a special privilege in regard 
to the taxation resulting. from 
that war? It seems to me 
dificult to answer the question 
with a hearty affirmative, and I 
donb: whether the British people 
will do so when they are right up 
against it.

Opium Confrol. 

The remarks of Mr. ELV. Dw 
Parr, at the recent meeting of 
she sisintive—Councilon—the 
question of opium were hardly 
given the attention. we think, 
that thes deserved. [: la very 
big question and one that 
should not be lightly dis- 
cussed for there is so much 
bound up with it that consid 
able study should be made before 
venturing an opinion. And we 
think that Mr. Parr has made 
that study for he went to the root 
of the smuggling matter when be 
stated that the British Govern- 
ment in India and elsewhere 
should rigorously céntrol the 
growth and exportation of the 
drug. Smuggling opium inte 
Hongkong has become one of the 
most lucrative games in the 
world and all the efforts of the 
Resvente Department here are 
made the barder by lack of con- 
trol over the poppy growing 
districts of India. and 
in China, too, growing 
is openly carried on. In ‘the 
annual report of the Customs 
Commissioner for Swatow we 
read that “encouraged, it is said, 
by certain officials, large tracts of 
land in the interior were devoted 
topoppy-planting at the expease of 
cereals andsugar. Whenthejuice 
was almost ripe for collecting, an 
order emanating from the Tuchun 
was issued, conjointly by the 
Garrison Commissioner and the 
Taoyin suppressing cultivation. 
severe repressive measures being 
instituted. To what extent the 
injunction was given effect toit 
ts difficult to say.” And again :-— 
“Nearly all articles of native 
produce {except sugar) brought 
down from the interior for export 
abroad have increased. Tonnage 
for Bangkok snd Singapore has 
been plentiful, and foreign trade 
has generally improved but other 
circumstances have occurred that 
have caused losses «hich offset 
the gain. The principal cause was 
undoubtedly the culture of opium 
that prevailed all over this district. 
Poppy was grown'on hundreds of 
acres of fertile land that would 
otherwise have produced enoar- 
mous quantities of important 
foodstuffs”. It ig not much good 
the Hongkong authorities trying 
to contrel opium traffic when 
that kind of thing goes on. If 
ever opium is going to 
be effectively controlled 
there must be joint action 
between the various centres of 
British Government and all other 
Governments concerned with the 
manufactura of ‘the drug. It 
is a matter on which the 
League of Nations might 
legitimately deliberate: in fact 
we beliove that nothing effective

Democracy in Japan. 


The other day we noticed the 
growth of the Labour movement 
in Japan. Although democratic 
tendencies among individuals 
are not new in Japan, activities 
of even a purely Trade Union 
character were severely restricted 
until} the conditions 
about by the war resulted in a 
rapid expansion of the Labour 
movement. Untilthenthe workers 
had hardty ventured to constitute 
themselves into Trade Unions 
as the term is understood in 
Western conntries, such organis- 
ations as they possessed being in 
the nature of friendly societies. 
Now we see that the various 
unions contemplate consolidating 
themselves into a comparativels 
powerful Labour organisation, 
with a view to considering such 
tactics as-“direet action.” Their 
programme a8 at present 
formulated, however, contains 
no allusion to nationali<ation. 
In referring to Japan, there- 
fore, ona may speak of 
Labour and... Socialism as 
distinct terms, while when 
dealing with the West there is 
some doubt as to just what the 
labels denote. In the Empire of 
the East, Socialism is still frowned 
upon, the events of 1910 have left 
a flavour of fese majeste. The 
cult contiques, however, if it does 
not thrive. An attempt is being 
made to found s Socialist Union, 
and it was at first understood 
the: there would be no 
objection so long as the proceed- 
ings were orderly; but “the 
authorities promptly dispelled 
this idea with an intimation that 
the proposed inaugural meeting 
would not be permitted. More 
tban this they vetoed the “Book 
Day” in Tokio, and when 
Socialists ‘defied ‘the prohibition 
by offering Socialistic literature 
for sale a party were arrested, in- 
Cluding the wile of » barrister. The 
Socialist movement in Japan 
eppears to be us much “black. 
coated” as horny-banded, and in 
regard to ‘a’section, at any rate, 
is of an academic character, 
:although there are non-Christian 
“activists.” On the whole the 
authorities are showing .« certain 
amount of prudencé in discoun- 
tenancing s system which the 
more advanced civilisations of the 
Occident have hesitated to put 
inte practice, and Labour is evin- 
ing discernment in not clogging its 
Programme with this unwieldy 
question while more lightisneeded.

A FALLING MARKET. 


How Sritish Coal is’ being 
Ousted Abroad. . 


Sufficient publicity does not 
appear. to have bean given to 
certain aspects of the British 
coal export position. Teisa fact 
well worth noting (writes « | 6 
mining correspondent) that long 
before the present miners’ trike 
took place a serious decline in 
the demand and valves of British 
coal had: already sat in, and to 
thosa actively engaged in the 
trada thia aituation was quite 
apparent. 

There is avidently a feeling on 
the part of the public, and part- 
icularly of the mining- section, 
that there is no limit to the price 
or to the period during’ which 
Yancy prices can be obtained from 
abroad. This assumption entirely 
overlooks the serious situation 
crested by the entry into the 
European market as casl 
exporters of such countries as 
America. Sough Africa, Australia, 
and China, which, with | the 
exception of America to a small. 
extent only, bad not hitherto 
supplied a ton of coal to Europe. 

Itia well, therefore, that the 

general public. and particularly 
the shiners, should understand 
the present position. 
, American coal, and also coal 
from Australia, South Africa, and 
China hava been shipped lately 
in such lsrge quantities as to 
have flooded practically the 
whole of the European markets, 
especially Scandinavia and the 
NotQerlands. The demand for 
British coal lately has, alrooss 
come to a standstill, and even 
offers at considerably reduced 
prices hare met with little 
Tesponse. 

The Swedish State railways, 
who a: all times were large 
consumers of British coal, and, 
in fact, in former years’ have < ae 
taken practically their whole H'kong 50 cts. pieces . 
requirements in British coal, : 0 - 
have now such stocks of American 
coal that they will require no 
further fuel until the erd ot the 
year.

July 1918.
